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Ratepayers Meeting to 


Discuss* Light Agreement 


The public meeting held in tne 
Memorial Hall on Wednesday evening 
to discuss the agreement with the 
United Electrical Engineering Com- 
pany for supplying light and power, 
was well attended, proving that a very 
keen interest is being taken in the 
light and power question. 

Mayor Bell presided, and in his open 
ing address, carefully presented 
the history oi the efforts that 
been made in the past to secure elec- 
trical energy, and dwelt upon the wis- 
dom of having waited to secure this 
service through granting a franchise 
to a company that was engaged in a 
general distribution of energy, rather 
than undertaking the production, 
thougy a municipal plant or through 
a local private concern,

In each of the latter methods it had! 


been found very expensive, and that, 
if the town had proceeded under these 
plahs, the cost would have been very 
burdensome. 

Many of the smaller towns in Ai 
berta had undertaken to handle this 
* utility themselves, and their exper- 
jence had been that it was an exceed- 
ingly heavy financial burden, 

The only obligation that we are as- 
suming is the $7 per month for each 
street light, with a minimum expendi- 
ture of $166 per month, 

A private plant could not be instalied 
for less than $20,000 and at least two 
men would have to be employed con- 
tinuously, and in addition a supply of 
fuel, and the further incidental expens- 
»s would be required for general ex- 
penses, 

The electrical company will expend 
$37,000 to bring the power and instal 
their service, so that it may readily 
be seen that the investment returns 
can only be a very limited one for the 
company, He referred to the fact 
that there are about 25 plants in 
Strathmore which would have to be

Councillor Shrimpton followed Mr. 
Schulte, and said he was quite satis- 
fied that the cost to the ratepayers 
would not amount to 10 mills on the 
assessment, He was sure that the 
' present system of street lighting ex- 
ceeded $100 per annum for each light. 
He referred to the fact that Strath- 
more was the only town of its size 
in the province that is not served with 
electricity. 

Why shouldwe be behind the othe: 
towns in making use of this utility? 

From a business viewpoint he was 
quite satsified it would help business 
lin general, as people liked to visit a 
well-lighted town. 

He assured the ratepayers that, 
through practising economy, that sav- 
ings would be made in the administra- 
tion of the affairs of the town, so that 
the extra cost of lighting would be 
more than offset, and that the mili 
rate would not be increased. He 
strongly urged the electors to ehdorse 
the by-law, and get out and vote for 
it on Friday, it was a boost for Strath
